A sweeping investigation of 
charges that Andrew McCall’s slot- 
machine monopoly set aside por- 
tions of the receipts of its ma- 
chines for “police protection” will 
be ordered by the Board of Police 
Commissioners at its meeting this 
afternoon. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
the board intends to call on Police 
Chief James J. Mitchell for a re- 
port of what has been done to 
date and will direct Inspector Mau- 
rice Mulcahy to inquire specifically 
into the charges of police protec- 
tion. 

Before McCall's machines were 
withdrawn early this week when 
the Post-Dispatch began an in- 
quiry into their distribution here, 
reporters were told by persons in 
charge of the establishments at 
which six of these devices were 
located that McCall’s’_ collectors 
regularly deducted fixed sums for 

“police protection.” The amounts 
deducted ranged from $1.50 to $3 
a week. 

Three-fourths of the 101 Feder- 
ally licensed gambling machines in 
St. Louis, it will be recalled, were 
found in Police Capt. Albert Wet- 
-gel’s Lucas Avenue Police District, 
vwhile the others were scattered 
through nine districts, with only 
three districts in which there were 
none at all.

close that McCall is no more than 
the “front man” for a syndicate 
which controls the field here. 

Said to be associated with Mc- 
Call in the syndicate, which has a 
working arrangement with a simi- 
lar group on the East Side, are 
Ted Cronin, boss of the Service 
Car Drivers, Lawrence Camie, the 
teamsters’ union racketeer, and a 
lawyer credited with political in- 
fluence. 

Cronin denied to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had-any connec- 
tion with McCall, or with any syn- 
dicate which controls the slot ma- 
chine business. “I don’t now and 
I never have had,” he said. “The 
only thing between McCall and me 
is just a friendship.”

Russians held virtually all terri- 
tory east of thé Dnieper River 
today from its mouth below Kher- 
son and along its 650-mile course 
through the heart of the Ukraine 
north to Gomel as the prize of 
their summer and fall campaign, 
which they announced had cost 
the Germans 2,700,000 casualties. 

A special communique reviewing 
four violent months of combat 
listed 900,000 Germans killed, 98,000 
captured and 1,702,000 wounded, 
thus increasing the Soviet count 
of the total Nazi manpower losses 
since the war started to an astro- 
nomical 11,000,000, including 5,000,- 
000 dead. 

The announcement said the Red 
army had advanced from 185 to 
280 miles to recapture 135,000 
square miles of territory since 
July 5.

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Novy. 5 (AP).— 
Japan's Navy, lured more and more 
within range of American ships’ 
guns and bombers by threatened 
loss of the Solomons, already has 
paid the price of nine and possibly 
14 warships sunk or damaged this 
week without getting closer than 
40 miles to the United States Ma- 
rines’ beachhead on Bougainville 
island. 

An enemy cruiser and four de- 
stroyers were sunk, two cruisers 
and two destroyers damaged out of 
a task force of 12 which tried to 
sneak down from Rabaul through 
darkness and blinding rain early 
Tuesday and shell the Marines at 
Empress Augusta Bay. 

Forty miles out (some reports 
said 50 miles), United States fight- 
ing ships shattered that attempt 
and, after a three-hour running 


battle, sent the remnants fleeing 
toward Rabaul. Even then, the 
enemy warships were not safe. It 
is considered likely that the sur- 
vivors of the naval encounter were 
among the three destroyers sunk 
and two heavy cruisers damaged 
in a raid on -Rabaul’s harbor nine 
hour's later by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s Mitchell bombers. 

Headquarters, in releasing today 
preliminary accounts of the naval 
battle—the first of many which 
logically may be fought as Japan 
strives to prevent being ousted 
from the Northern Solomons—said 
the American warships emerged 
scarred but entirely afloat. 

17 Planes Shot Down. 

At dawn that Tuesday, those 
same ships were attacked by 67 
Japanese planes, sustaining more 
damage but weathering the raid 
and shooting down 17. 

(Berlin broadcast a DNB dis- 
patch from Tokyo quoting a Jap- 
anese imperial communique as de- 
claring that five Allied cruisers,’ 
three destroyers and two big trans- 
ports were sunk off Bougainville 
between Oct. 31 and Nov. 2.) 

Although no Allied ship losses 
occurred, “damage and casualties 
were sustained,” headquarters said. 

The American force probably 
was outgunned, said the task force 
commander whose name,is with- 
held for security reasons. 

“In the darkness we couldn't see 
the enemy clearly, only the flashes 
of their guns and out hits,” he said, 
“though they could see us in the 
light of their flares, except when 
our smoke screens concealed us, 
Although for once we met with vir- 
tually equal] force, and they for once 
lacked the superiority they’ve had 
in past engagements, they still 
probably had greater fire power. 
Their destroyers had about the 
same firepower as ours. 

“The entire battle was fought at 
near maximum range—8 to 10 
miles. This made it difficult for 
us to sink the enemy ships but our 
armor piercing shells nevertheless 
-would detonate inside their hulls 
and do much damage. The enemy’s 
torpedoes forced us to keep at 
considerable distance, 

“We could see our shells taking 
heavy effect on the enemy. Despite 
their heavy return fire, our ships 
suffered only minor damage.” 

Ground Gain at Bougainville. 

Allied ground troops penetrated 
deeper into the last Solomons 
holdings of the enemy. At Em- 
press Augusta Bay, where the Ma- 
rines surprised the Japanese by 
landing Monday 45 miles north- 


west of the enemy’s strong Bou-|. 


gainville garrison at Buin, enemy 
soldiers have been routed from 
Puruata island near the beach and 
from strong positions on a cape. 

Thirty miles south of Bougain- 
ville, American and New Zealand 
soldiers have won complete con- 
trol of Treasury (Mono) Island. 
All organized resistance by its 200 
Japanese defenders was crushed 
Wednesday, one week after the in- 
vaders landed under cover of de- 
stroyer guns and bombing planes. 

At Rabaul, where more than 700 
Japanese planes have been de- 
stroyed or damaged in repeated 
raids since Oct. 12, MacArthur’s 
headquarters reported today that 
Tuesday's daylight blow against 
94,000 tons of enemy shipping was 
followed up that night by a fire- 
setting attack of patroling Mit- 
chells on the Tobera airfield. 

Near Rabaul, a Liberator blew 
up an 8000-ton merchantman,

JAPS IN SOLOMONS SEA FIGHT 


Task Force Crossed ‘T’ of Advancing Enemy, 


Maintained Heavy, 


Accurate Fire in 3- 


Hour Night Battle.

AT ADM. HALSEY’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN THE SOUTH PA- 
CIFIC, Nov, 5.—In what will be 
known to history as the battle of 
Empress Augusta Bay, one of our 
oldest task forces met and defeated 
a Japanese force consisting of two 
heavy cruisers, two light cruisers 
and eight destroyers. It was one 
of the longest naval battles of the 
Pacific War. 

The conflict started at 2:30 a. 
m. Nov. 2 and raged on until 5:40, 
with the American task force still 
intact, 

An official communique set the 
Japanese loss at one cruiser and 
four destroyers sunk and two other 
cruisers and two destroyers hit. 
Seventeen of 67 Japanese planes 
which later took part in the action 
were brought down. 

A spokesman well known at 
home, but who must remain 
anonymous for security purposes, 
gave us an eyewitness story of the 


battle. 

Crossed Enemy’s “T.” 
“We were screening a landing of 
marines on the north end of Em- 
press Augusta Bay when word 
reached us that a Japanese fleet 
consisting of two heavy cruisers, 
two light cruisers and eight de- 
stroyers, was coming southward 
to attack the ships involved in the 
landing, near Totokina Point,” 
said the spokesman. “Apparently 
this enemy fleet was about 
miles west of Empress Augusta 
Bay. It soon became plain that 
the Japs approaching were in V 
formation. At the point when the 
Japs came within range, our force 
suddenly, with almost uncanny 
precision, changed course and 
crossed the enemy’s T. 
“This traditional maneuver gave 
our ships immediate advantage. 
As the American ships swung 
across the oncoming enemy, our 
destroyers inaugurated the attack. 
The leading Jap ships sped di- 
rectly into our new formations. 
Our cruisers opened up and with- 
in a few minutes were right on 
the targets: One Jap cruiser came 
on, then stopped. All the ships 
were now engaged in blasting 
away with everything they had. 


“The night was rent with noise; 
the horizon colored with fire 
bursts. Without cessation § the 
American ships kept tightly en- 
gaged with the enemy, pouring in 
salvo after salvo, every man ex- 
tending his force to the last limit 
of endurance. 

“As the fight moved westward— 
the Japs now fleeing in despera- 
tion—various American ships 
mopped up the enemy cripples, 
those craft so badly hurt that they 
were running in circles, ) 


“At 5:40 o’clock our ships re- 
turned to their rendezvous point 
and an immediate check showed 
the battle had ended with al] our 
ships afloat and only slight dam- 
age noticeable.” 


Kennett Sallor in Fight. 


Today I talked with some of the 
members of the crews which took 
part in the battle, Among them 
was husky Everett Billington of 
Kennett, Mo. 

‘“We heard that the Tokyo ex- 
press was heading our way near 
Augusta Bay,” said _ Billington. 
“Every one was at his battle sta- 
tion, hoping that nothing would in- 
terfere with a real fight. The night 
was pitch black. Our first salvo 
sped toward an enemy cruiser far 
ahead, Along with other ships 
which were now firing, we brack- 
eted that Jap, then shifted to a 
destroyer coming head-on at top 
speed, Our ship was leading and 


50 took the full blast of return fire, 


but none of the enemy shells in- 
flicted severe damage. The Jap 
gunner is not too hot but you 
can’t play horse when he’s within 
striking distance. 


“During the night action, Jap 
planes came over and dropped 
double flares which lighted up our 
ship, and maybe others, but i 
seemed to me ours was the only 
one in the glare—like a Christmas 
tree in a front window. Toward 
8 in the morning we sighted a 
huge flight of Jap planes, maybe 
60 or 70. Twelve peeled off and 
dove on us, but their bombs went 
‘way over. Finally, the action 
ended. We had been at general 
quarters for 86 hours, of which 
well over three hours were in 
combat.” 


WLB VOTE LIKELY 
TODAY ON IGKES 
DEAL WITH LEWIS 


No Ruling at Morning 
Session, but Board Is 
Reported Ready to Ap- 
prove Pay Rise. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board today con- 
tinued to wrestle, without a de- 
cision, over the coal mine wage 
agreement worked out between 
John L. Lewis and Federal Fuels 
Boss Harold L. Ickes as spotty 
production was resumed in the 
fields in anticipation of WLB ap- 
proval, 

The board failed during a morn- 
ing session to bring out a ruling 
on the proposed contract between 
the Government and the United 
Mine Workers, providing for earn- 
ings increases and designed to 
end the recent general walkouts. 
But when a recess for lunch was 
taken, an official spokesman said 
a vote was expected during the 
afternoon, 

Reports were that WLB was 
ready to assent to the agreement. 
The board was ready to vote 
late yesterday but adjourned over- 
night when a question arose over 
the practical application of the 
hourly rates to men who are paid 
by the ton or other piecework 
basis. 

It was understood the vote prob- 
ably would have been 11 for ap- 
proval with one public member 
dissenting. Conservative sources 
cautioned that an overnight change 
was possible. The board members 
customarily. vote by blocs, The 
industry, labor and public groups 
each have four votes, and a split 
within any group is unusual. If 
industry members should decide to 
vote “no,” the wage plan would 
be imperiled because not even 
three public member votes are 
committed definitely to approval. 


Many Southern Dlinois Mines Still 
Shut Down. 

Coal production in Illinois. still 
was far below normal today, with 
many of the major mines in the 
southern field shut down and oth- 
ers operating with small crews as 
member. of the United Mine Work- 
ers failed to return to work. Many 
of the men appeared puzzled about 
details of the Ickes-Lewis pact. 
Their leaders who have been in 
touch with the situation have not 
had the opportunity to explain it to 
the various locals. 

Production in the northern field, 
including the Springfield and Tay- 
lorville areas, was increasing, with 
estimates placing it at about 80 per 
cent of normal.. Three mines of 
the Peabody Coal Co., at Taylor- 
ville, which were closed yesterday 
reopened today, and the number of 
UMW men reporting at another 
Peabody mine there and three at 
Springfield showed an increase. 

Virtually all of the riva] Pro- 
gressive Miners of America re- 
turned to the mines today, bring- 
ing production in the Belleville 
field back almost to normal. The 
four pits of the Superior Coal Co., 
at Gillespie, reopened today after 
their Progressive crews voted to 
return to work. The Progressives 
are working under terms of their 
old contract, providing $7 a day 
for a basic seven-hour and a five- 
day week with overtime in excess 
of 35 hours.

These thrusts were from Novok- 
hovansk, 54 miles from Latvia, 
and Zhulevo, 50 miles from Poland.

EDEN EXPECTED 
10 ASK TURKEY 
FOR CONCESSIONS 


Conference at Cairo Seen 
as Move to Obtain Air 
Bases, Use of Darda- 


nelles. 


LONDON, Nov. § (AP).—The 
approaching Cairo conference be- 
tween the British and Turkish For- 
eign Ministers may be preliminary 


to an effort to obtain important 
Turkish concessions to the Allied 
cause, with the recent British- 
Portuguese Azores pact serving as 
a precedent, in the opinion of 
some British observers. 

As a basis for negotiation, Tur- 
kish Foreign Minister Numan Me- 
nemencioglu and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden, both al- 
ready arrived at the Egyptian cap- 
ital, could use the treaty for mu- 
tual aid against aggression now in 
force between Turkey and Britain. 

The feeling has been expressed 
in London that Eden, as a major 
point, may ask Menemencioglu for 
Allied air bases in Turkey. The 
question of use of the Dardanelles 
by Allied naval units also might 
be raised. 

Simultaneously, however — and 
this appears to be a strong rea- 
son for the conference—Eden, com- 
ing direct from the Moscow talks, 
is expected to reassure Turkey as 
to Russia’s aims in the Balkans. 

Turkey long has given signs of 
apprehension about Soviet influ- 
ence and operations in the Black 
Sea area and in the Balkans. 

It is natural, too, that the Jurk- 
ish Government should want to 
know in a general way about pro- 
jected Allied moves against the 


t} Balkan states so far as these could 


be safely divulged. In return, 
Eden may want to learn the degree 
of Turkish co-operation, if any, in 
case of an Allied invasion in that 
theater. 

The Moscow pact’s reference to 
measures to be taken to shorten 
the war against Germany was con- 
strued by some as including mill- 
tary moves in this sphere. Ankara 
dispatches say some Turks are 
not convinced the agreement took 
genuine measures to guarantee the 
security of small nations. 

The Moscow radio, in a broad- 
cast today, quoted United States 
Secretary of State Cordell, Hull as 
saying just before he left home 
that the conference results would 
“become clearer when, in the 
course of time, possibilities are 
created to realize what has been 
decided upon here.” 

The broadcast quoted Hull as 
saying: 

“This inter-Allied conference 
furnishes proof not only of great 
possibilities, but also of great 
probabilities and realities with re- 
gard to the widest plans for the 
future.

SENATORS PRESS 
FOR FINAL VOTE ON 
POLICY MEASURE 


Willis of Indiana Asserts 
Only Principal Allies 
Can Form Peace Or- 
ganization. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP).— 
As Senate leaders drove for adop- 
tion of the compromise Connally 
postwar resolution before night- 
fall, Senator Willis (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, declared his belief today that 
only the principal United Nations 
could form the nucleus of a world 
peace’ organization immediately 
after the war. 

Willis said he thought the re- 
sponsibility ‘for world security 
would rest on the United States, 
Britain, Russia and China for 
“quite a while.” 

“The United Nations are too 
heterogeneous and conflicting a 
group to make a safe nucleus for 
a world organization,” Willis said 
in an address in the Senate. 

He opposed any immediate at- 
tempt to: set up a “united states 
of the world with a federal army 
to enforce peace in Washington 
and Moscow as well as Honduras 
and Haiti.” 

“T am ready to agree that it will 
be necessary to provide for force 
as a step toward world order, but 
I think that force will have to be 
supplied by the respective mem- 
ber states when each has de 
termined its responsibility,” he 
said. 

“This means the world will prob- 
ably come to an _ international 
force handed over to some inter- 
national organization beyond the 
control of any member nation, but 
in my judgment it will be a long 
time and it ought to be a long 
time.” 

Walsh Backs Measure. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts announced he intended to 
support the resolution on the the- 
ory that a vote against it “would 
be tantamount to a denial of any 
willingness to co-operate with 
other free nations in the postwar 
world.” 

“But let there be no misunder- 
standing of the nature of the res- 
olution, and of my position in sgup- 
porting it,” Walsh told the Senate. 
“The resolution is an offer—not a 
commitment. It is expressive of 
a desire for a just and honorable 
peace and of a willingness to co- 
operate in its maintenance, .. . 
“We are not signing any blank 
check, governing our participation 
in the postwar international set- 
up and placing a mortgage on the 
next generation to redeem it. The 
resolution at best is but a well- 
meaning generalization, and in my 
judgment little is gained by its 
adoption.” 

Limit Put on Debate. 

Moving toward a final vote, the 
Senate agreed to limit debate on 
the resolution to 15 minutes for 
each member. The same time wil] 
be allowed for arguments on any 
amendment. 

With overwhelming approval 
predicted, a bipartisan majority 
showed determination to block 
any further changes in the Con- 
nally resolution, now altered after 
nearly two weeks of debate to 
approve the pledge already made 
by Secretary of State Hull in the 
Moscow agreement—United States 
co-operation in “a general inter- 
national organization ... for the 
maintenance of international] 
peace and security.” 

One of the proposed changes 
expected to be discarded is one 
by Senator MoClellan (Dem.), 
Arkansas, to substitute the House- 
approved Fulbright resolution for 
a part of the Connally measure, 

Democratic Leader Darkles said 
that once this and other amend- 
ments were disposed of, he was 
confident the Senate would adopt 
the resolution with no more than 
10 opposition votes. 

Test on Amendments,

Princeton Head Asserts 
‘Military Alliance As- 
sumes War Is Inevit- 
able, Arrays One Group 
Against Another.’ 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 5 (AP). — 
Dr. Harold W. Dodds, president of 
Princeton University, said last 
night that an alliance of powers 
such as planned at the recent 
Moscow conference would be “a 
prelude to a world situation in 
which one group of nations would 
be continually arrayed against an- 
other.” Z 

“A military alliance is not an 
institution of peace, but assumes 
that war is inevitable,” he said in 
an address before the Council of 
Churches and Christian Education 
of Maryland and Delaware. 

“An alliance of four world pow- 


ers could doubtless hold its own 
against any other nations which 
might come into power in the fu- 
ture. But how long could such 
an alliance hold together inter- 
nally? Would it be able to police 
itself?” 

Dr. Doods said there must be 
created “an international aura of 
consent which will be able to be 
translated into international law 
after the war. 

“Nations, if they want it and 
will it, can have peace.” 

“Two world wars have taught 
us that we cannot coast along in 
peace while other nations are at 
war,” Dr. Dodds asserted. “Amer- 
ica has learned that she can no 
longer enjoy the luxury of isola- 
tion.” 

Postwar military alliances, he 
said, could take two forms: Alli- 
ance with a single nation, such as 
Britain, which would meet opposi- 
tion of other nations “becoming 
militarized and thriving under 
dictatorship” such as Russia and 
China, or alliance of several 
powers, which would become “a 
house divided against itself.” 

The failure of League of Na- 
tions, Dr. Dodds said, was due not 
to opposition in the United States 
Senate or impracticality of leaders 
at the peace conference but to 
strong nationalistic feeling among 
peoples of Europe at that time.

MOSCOW, Nov. 5 (AP). 
United States Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman announced at 
a press conference yesterday 
the completed personnel of the 
United States military mission 
which has been established in 
Moscow to facilitate co-operation 
among American, Russian and 
British armed forces “as the war 
approaches its inevitable climax.” 
“In the past,” he said, “military 
collaboration in Moscow between 
the three countries has been diffi- 
cult because there has been no 
one in Moscow who could act as 
the direct representative of the 
United States’ chief ‘of staff.

The mission is headed by Maj. 
Gen. John R. Deane, former sec- 
retary to the combined chiefs of 
staff in Washington, who served 
as secretary to the general staff 
before the war. He came to Mos- 
cow with Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull and assumed his new 
task under the immediate direc- 
tion of Harriman and the instruc- 
tions of Gen, George C. Marshall. 

Brig. Gen. Hoyt 8S. Vandenberg 
of the Air Forces heads the Army 
division, and Commodore C. E,. 
Olsen, former member of Adm. 
| Ernest J. King’s planning and op- 
(erations section, heads the Navy 
division. 

Brig. Gen. S. P. Spalding is 
charged with the supply division, 
handling lend-lease operations and 
shipping. Spalding previously 
served on the Munitions Assign- 
ment Board in Washington, arrang- 
ing the Russian supply program. 

Harriman announced two other 
additions to the staff of the Mos 
cow Embassy. Charles E. Bohlen, 
assistant chief of the European 
division of the State Department, 
who came with Hull as a Russian 
expert, remained as first secretary 
of embassy.

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann an- 
nounced. today he would call a 


meeting of leaders of veterans’ or- 
ganizations, patriotic and_ civic 
groups to discuss the erection of a 
memorial to St. Louis’ war dead. 
The Mayor called in reporters and 
made his announcement after 
reading a story in an early edition 
of the Post-Dispatch, describing 
the memorial in Seattle, Wash. 

“Tl like the idea very much,” 
Mayor Kaufmann said, pointing to 
a picture in the Post-Dispatch. “It 
seems to me that for our present 
purpose a temporary memorial 
like this plywood replica of the 
Washington Monument would 
serve our purposes here.” - 

Mayor Kaufmann said he would 
consult members of the Municipal 
Art Commission to determine 
whether such a memorial to the 
men from St. Louis who have died 
in service should be placed in Me- 
morial Plaza, near the present Sol- 
diers’ Memorial, or in some other 
prominent place. . 

The meeting for discussing the 
project, he said, would be held as 
soon as possible, with a view of 
erecting a permament . memorial 
after the war. 

There have been 131 St. Louis 
men killed in action and 97 others 
have been killed in the line of 
duty, or have died in service since 
the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 


Neighborhood organizations and 
World War veterans’ groups have 
erected a few plaques and flag- 
poles honoring men and women 
in the armed services from spe- 
cific neighborhoods, but until to- 
day nothing had been done on a 
city-wide scale to honor those 
who have died. 


Other cities have taken steps 
to honor their war dead. In Seat- 
tle, a 70-foot reproduction of 
Washington Monument stands in 
a parkway, a constant reminder 
that inspires patriotism and 
Americanism in all who see it. 

The Seattle monument, made of 
plywood and painted white, bears 
the names of 310 King County 
men who have lost their lives on 
battlefields, or have died at sea 
in this war. After the war, ef- 
forts will be made to erect a per- 
manent pylon of white marble in 
its place. 


It was only three months after 
the attack on Pearl Harbor that 
a group of Seattle business men, 
who were discussing the sale of 
war bonds, conceived the idea of 
erecting a memorial to the Seattle 
soldiers who fell in battle. 


John Boettiger, son-in-law of 
President Roosevelt, who then was 
publisher of the Seattle Post-In- 
telligencer and who now is an 
Army captain on overseas duty, 
has been credited with the idea. 
He said: “What we need is an old 
fashioned type of patriotic rally 
with stirring band music and 
speeches.” 

From there the idea grew. On 
May 2, 1942, Victory Square—the 
modern version of a small town 
square—was dedicated, A block of 
a shrub-lined street in the down- 
town district was closed off. The 
replica of Washington Monument 
was erected and at its base a bra- 
zier was lighted, “The Living 
Flame.” At one end of the block 
a reproduction of the dome of 
Monticello, home of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, was erected and on the 
portico of this building bond rallies 
and other patriotic meetings are 
held. : 

In 1942 residents of Seattle pur- 
chased $6,500,000 worth of war 
bonds at noon-hour programs at 
Victory Square. Total purchases 
to date this year have reached 
$51,100,000. 

The entire expense of construct- 
ing and maintaining Victory 
Square in Seattle is borne by pop- 
ular subscription, and in addition 
to being a constant reminder of 
the sacrifices made by men in the 
armed forces, the square with its 
monument is a background for sol- 
emn ceremonies. Men and women 
visit the plywood pylon and pay 
tribute to the memories of the war 
dead.

mann offered three suggestions 
yesterday for solution of the St. 
Louis airport controversy, first 
proposing that St. Louis County 
construct its own airport, charging 
service fees to airlines and the 
city for passengers and freight, or 
that St. Louis “give serious consid- 
eration” to the former Steinberg 
Airport, directly opposite the city. 
In the event that neither of these 
plans could be worked out satis- 
factorily, Dickmann suggested asa 
third choice that:the city nego- 
tiate with the Terminal Railroad 
Association for aerial rights to the 
property above the tracks from Jef- 
ferson avenue to Grand boulevard 
and from Market street to Chou- 
teau avenue for construction of a 

concrete airport. 

Declaring that “unless the St. 
Louis County Plan Commission 
changes its views, the city will 
have to take one or the other of 
their recommendations, which I 
think is very unfair,” the former 
Mayor asserted: 

“T believe, before considering ap- 
propriating 45 million dollars for 
airport purposes, the city should 
have a discussion with the county 
and propose that the county pass 
its own bond issue and locate an 
airfield where it deems desirable, 
charging a service fee to the air- 
lines and the city for passenger 
and freight. They are in position 
to do this and are in complete con- 
trol of all county plannning and 
zoning. 

“Meanwhile, I think St. Louis 
should give serious consideration, 
since we are having this difficulty 
with the county, to the former 
Steinberg Airport directly oppo- 
site St. Louis and only 10 min- 
utes from the downtown district.

FST SINGE 1927 


Simeon E. Willis Wins 
by More Than 8000— 
Republicans Take 6 
Other State Offices. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 5 (AP). 
—Simeon S. Willis, 63-year-old 
Ashland attorney and former judge 
of the State Court of Appeals, will 
become Kentucky’s sixth Repub- 
lican governor next month. 

His party, which had not elected 
@ governor in this state since 1927, 
also won the lieutenant governor- 
ship and five other state cabinet 
posts. 

The Democrats, for years the 
dominant party in Kentucky, won 
only the Attorney General's office 
‘in Tuesday's general election.

Parker Not Injured in Fall, 
but by Object Such as 
Shoe, One Says. 


, 


The shape of the skull fracture 


that killed Pvt. Gloid Parker, Jef- 
ferson Barracks soldier, was such 
that it could not have been caused 
by a fall, but rather by a blunt, 
semi-hard object such as a shoe, 
Dr. John Connor, Coroner’s phy- 
sician testified today in the trial 
of Andrew’ Brinkley, who is 
charged with beating the soldier to 
death last Sept. 12. 

Dr. Connor’s testimony followed 
that of Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, who 
said blood stains found on the 
trousers*and shoes Brinkley wore 
the day of the fight was of the 
same type as Parker's blood. Maj. 
William G. Bernhard, chief of la- 
boratory service at Jefferson Bar- 
racks Hospital, where Parker died 
10 hours after the beating, had 
previously testified death was 
caused by a brain hemorrhage, in- 
duced by a fractured skull. 

Repeated attempts by defense 
attorneys to inject into the second- 
degree murder trial of Brinkley 
phases of, the now famous case of 
the death of Edward Melendes in 
which Brinkley figured as a key 
witness, were sternly turned aside 
by Circuit Judge Frances E. Wil- 
liams. Melendes died in a police 
cell, his head on Brinkley’s lap, 
July 27, 1942, after a severe beat- 
ing. 

Ivan Light and Victor Packman, 
Brinkley’s attorneys, sought to 
overcome police testimony of his 
hostile behavior toward officers 
when arrested for Parker’s mur- 
der by bringing out that Brinkley 
feared a beating, 

“Gentlemen,’ Judge Williams 
finally said, “you will not bring 
that matter up any more.” 

Several witnesses related yester- 
day that Brinkley had felled the

DELEGATES FAVOR 
JUSTICE OF PEACE 
COURTS ABOLITION 


Convention Committee 
Considers 3 Plans for 
Substitute ‘Poor Man’s 
Court.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5.— 
Abolition of the discredited Justice 


of the Peace courts, not only in 
St. Louis but throughout the State, 
was considered by the Judiciary 
Committee of the Constitutional 
Convention yesterday. The com- 
mittee appeared to be unanimously 
in favor of substituting a different 
type of “poor man’s court,” al- 
though some members disagreed 
on details. 

Delegate Alroy S. Phillips of St. 
Louis, reporting for a subcommit- 
tee, said the Justice of the Peace 
courts in St. Louis, almost without 
exception, were controlled by “the 
money lenders and the time-pay- 
ment houses.” 

“J. P, means judgment for the 
plaintiff in these courts in St, 
Louis,” he said, “and, I understand, 
generally throughout the State.” 

Three similar plans, differing in 
details, have been introduced into 
the convention. From these the 
committee will formulate a spe- 
cific plan; probably as part of a 
complete judicial article ,of the 
Constitution. 

One plan, presented by Richard 
Righter of Kansas City, commit- 
tee chairman, was prepared by 
Judges of the Supreme Court and 
a committee of lawyers, and is 
one section of a complete State 
judiciary setup. It authorizes the 
Administrative Council, provided 
for in the complete plan, to es- 
tablish magistrates’ courts in St. 
Louis and the counties, with the 
Judges to be appointed -by the 
Circuit Judges, 

Another plan, presented by Dele- 
gate John J. Robison of Maysville, 
would create a court to be known 
as the County Court, with only 
one judge, though provision is 
made for additional judgeships to 
be established by the Legislature 
where needed. This plan would 
abolish the present County Courts, 
to be succeeded by County Com- 
missioners who would have pure- 
ly administrative duties. The judge 
would be elected by the voters, 

The plan of Delegate Omer E. 
Brown of Ozark provides for not 
uless than three magistrates in 
each county, to be elected by the 
voters. 

In each of the plans the attempt 
to remove the abuses of the Jus- 
tice of the Peace system is based 
on a requirement that the magis- 
trate or county judge shall be a 
lawyer, and on broadening the 
jurisdiction of the court somewhat, 
thus trying to place such courts 
on a higher plane. 

Phillips’ objection was a straight- 
out accusation that the Justice of 
the Peace Courts in St. Louis did 
not dispense justice, that they 
were controlled by particular in- 
terests which had a large volume 
of small-court business, and that 
in many instances they were actu- 
ally corrupt. 

The objection raised by rural 
delegates to such courts in their 
communities principally was that 
the justices were incompetent. 
One rural speaker told of a justice 


'who was asked why he never re- 


turned a verdict for the defendant 
and who replied: “I've never had 
a defendant file a case in my 
court.” 

Favor Magistrates’ Flection. 

The subcommittee favored the 
election of the magistrates, Phil- 
lips saying that the Righter pro- 
posal for their appointment by the 
Circuit Judges would not be satis- 
factory in St. Louis. 

Although the question was not 
raised before the committee, some 
of the St. Louis delegates who are 
lawyers are opposed to election of 
the magistrates. These delegates 
favor the Righter proposal. They 
said their objection is based on 
the feeling that with St. Louis di- 
vided into magistrate districts, the 
elections would be controlled by 
the political ward committeemen 
through their ability to control 
bloc votes in the primaries, and 
probably there would be little im- 
provement in the caliber of the 
magistrates over that of the pfes- 
ent justices of the peace. 

Details of the plan probably will 
not be worked out by the commit- 
tee until after Nov. 17, the dead- 
line for submission of proposals 
in the convention. Under the con- 
vention rules the committee must 
make its report not later than 
Dec. 17.

CAIRO, Nov. 5 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish campaign.in the Aegean Sea 
is not an isolated effort, but was 
launched as a part of the major 
atrategy of the Mediterranean war.

SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA (By Air Mail).—The 
largest heavy bombardment unit 
in the Southwest Pacific, whose 
men call themselves and their 
planes the “Jolly Rogers,” after 
Lt. Col. Arthur H. Rogers of 
Greenville, S. C., has during the 11 
months of its operations in this 
area chalked up what is believed 
to be a record for a single bom- 
bardment unit in any theater of 
war. 

The big Liberators of this unit, 
whose pirate’s Jolly Roger insignia 
is a white skull with crossed 
bombs in place of the traditional 
bones of the buccaneers’ flag, 
painted on the planes’ twin hori- 
zontal stabilizers, have carried the 
air war far into Japanese terri- 
tory ever since their first combat; 
mission, nearly a year ago. 

Since that day, these planes have 
,completed 1180 combat missions, 
totaling more than 15,000 hours’ 
flying time, and have dropped 
more than 6000 tons of bombs of 
every type on enemy shipping, 
shore installations and supply 
dumps. 

During 2370 sorties over their 
targets, the unit’s planes have de- 
stroyed 400,000 tons of enemy ship- 
ping, 280 planes, with an additional 
82 probablea and 59 damaged. 

St. Louls Well Represented. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
found St. Louis and its neighbors 
well represented among the Jolly 
Rogers; 17 healthy young men 
whose only complaints were not 
enough letters from home and their 
Cardinals’ loss of the series, which 
several of them avowed was due 
to their absence from the rooting 
section. Like all combat units in 
the forward areas, the camps are 
widely dispersed and the St. Louis- 
ans were surprised to find so many 
of their neighbors living almost 
within gunshot of them, here be- 
side the New Guinea jungles. 

One boy, whose freckled face 
was enhanced by blobs of grease 
as he emerged from beneath the 
plane on whase engines he had 
been working, said, with a grin: 
“Well, by cripes' < aidn’t know 
there were so many-2f us around 
here; we Missourians ought to take 
this place over, give our ships a 
good old kicking mule instead of 
a skull and cross-bones, and get on 
with the job, so we can get back 
home and sit down to a nice fried 
chicken.” 

Staff Sgt. James M. Donnelly, 
4114 Warne avenue, St. Louis, is 
assistant engineer and top-turret 
gunner of a Liberator which he 
and his fellow crewmen named 
Yankee Doodle, after flying it from 
the United States to its base in 
New Guinea. 

Donnelly attended Beaumont 
High School before the war; he 
has been in the Army for a year 
and a half, and everseas for the 
last 10 months. 

Took Part in 27 Missions. 

He has participated in 27 combat 
missions, totaling 220 hours, and 
was recently awarded the Air 
Medal, which he earned when his 
plane shot down two Zeros, one 
over Kendari, New Britain, the 
other at Wewak, during the Allied 
blitz on enemy airatrive in that 
area. Donnelly says that on both 
those occasions every gunner on 
the plane was pouring lead into the 
attacking “Zekes,” so the crew, 


[give all the credit to “Yankee 
Doodle.” 

During the big raid on Rabaul 
a few weeks ago, “Yankee Doodle’ 
attacked and severely damaged an 
enemy vessel in the harbor, dodg- 
ing frantic bursts of ack-ack from 
Japanese gunners. Donnelly also 
possesses the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for 200 hours of combat 
flying. 

Staff Sgt. Donnelly is doing his 
bit toward promoting friendly 
Australian-American relations: he 
is engaged to marry Miss Betty 
Mulligan, of Sydney, N. 8. W.

The tuberculosis mortality rate 
in St. Louis increased 7 per cent 
in May, June and July and an 18 
per cent increase in the number 
of cases occurring in the city was 
noted in that period, Dr. Leo W. 
Tucker, medical director of Marine 
Hospital and member of the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service, 
has announced,

Committee of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society of St. Louis, Dr. 
Tucker said crowded living condi- 
tions, longer working hours, great- 
er strain brought on by the war 
are “invitations to the disease.” 

Figures for the combined white 
and Negro tuberculosis death rate 
in 1942 a 100,000 population in St. 
Louis, he said, showed 63.9 deaths, 
an increase of almost 10 per cent 
compared with the 1939 rate.

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RUSSIAN REVIEW OF SUMMER 
AND FALL DRIVE SAYS NAZIS 


UNDERESTIMATED RED ARMY 


Orel-Belgorod-Kharkov Line Broken, Soviet 
Forces Cleared Donets Basin in 30 Days, 
Then Swept On to Smash Dnieper De- 
fenses—Vast, Valuable Area Liberated.

MOSCOW, Nov. 5 (AP). 


HE special communique detailing results of the Red-Army’s four 
Toners summer and autumn offensive against the Germans, issued 

today by the Soviet Government, follows: 

The task set for the armed forces of the Soviet Union, to drive out 
enemy troops during the summer and autumn from the line of the 
Smolensk-Sozh river and the middle and lower Dnieper, and also to 
liquidate the Kuban German bridgehead, has been fulfilled. 


The summer campaign of 1943 
began on July 5 with the German 
offensive in the Orel-Kursk and 
Belgorod-Kursk directions which 
the Hitlerite command declared 
was decisive. The enemy set him- 
self the task of surrounding and 
annihilating Soviet troops in the 
Kursk salient penetrating into the 
deep rear of the Red Army and 
thus to decide the war in his favor. 

The results of the summer 
battles showed that this new Ger- 
man strategic plan was based on 


an unreal estimation of the rela- 
tion of forces, was adventurous 
from beginming to end and failed 
disgracefully. 


Reds Take Offensive. 


The Red Army in stubborn de- 
fensive battles mauled and bled 
white the main forces of the Ger- 
man Fascist Army which began 
the offensive on July 5. The Ger- 
mans suffered huge losses but did 
mot achieve success. Having 
smashed the German Fascist 
troops attacking Kursk, the Red 
Army, on orders of the supreme 
command, went over on its own 
decisive offensive on July 12 and 
broke the heavily fortified Ger- 
man offensive line, and after many 
days of fierce fighting on Aug. 5, 
exactly a month after the beginning 
of the German offensive, captured 
the towns of Orel and Belgorod. 

Thus an exceedingly powerful 
Orel-Kursk fortified enemy strate- 
gical” military base, which was 
most dangerous to us and which 
the Hitlerite command counted on 
using as a springboard for an 
offensive against Moscow, 
liquidated. 

The second most tmportant for- 
tified military base of the Hitler- 
ite army was in the area of Bel- 
gorod-Kharkov. The Germans con- 
centrated their main tank group in 
this area consisting of picked anti- 
aircraft and tank divisions, ac- 
cumulated large stores of arms and 
ammunition and built up a power- 
fully fortified defense line. 


Capture of Kharkov. 

At the beginning of its offen- 
give in the Kharkov direction the 
Red Army broke through the en- 
emy defenses, overpowered stub- 
born resistance and on Aug. 23 
captured by storm the town of 
Kharkov. 

Thus the Germans in the Bel- 
gorod-Kharkov military base suc- 
cessfully were liquidated. The liqui- 
dation of the enemy’s Orel and 
Belgorod-Kharkov military bases 
was the most important operation 
ef our troops after the defeat of 
the Germans at Stalingrad. 

The victory of the Red Army in 
the area of Orel and Kharkov cre- 
ated a firm basis for the further 
development of our offensive and 
the fulfillment of the plan of the 
supreme command for the libera- 
tion of the Donbas (Donets basin) 
and the whole of the Ukraine east 
of the Dnieper. 

A third of the most important 
German military bases was in the 
eastern part of the Donbas with 
the main defense line on the River 
Northern Donets and the River 
Mius. 


Russians Force Rivers. 


On orders of the supreme com- 
mand our troops launched their 
offensive and forced the River 
Mius and the northern Donets, 
broke through the German de- 
fenses and gained a big victory 
over the German invaders in the 
Donets basin. 

In the course of 30 days of swift 
offensive operations by our troops 
the whole Donbas was liberated, 
the most important coal and in- 
dustrial district of our country. 

Developing their successful of- 
fensive our troops swiftly fought 
the Germans back to the west lib- 
erating almost the whole coast of 
the Azov Sea and reached Melito- 
pol and Zaporozhe, strongly forti- 
fied areas on the approaches to 
the Crimea and the lower Dnieper. 

Having suffered smashing de- 
feats at Orel, Belgorod, Kharkov 
and in the Donbas, the German 
command made a desperate at- 
tempt to stop the Soviet offensive 
on the line of the River Desna 
which was defended along its en- 
tire length by a powerful line of 
modern fortifications which had 
been strengthened during two 
years and which the Germans con- 
sidered insurmountable. 

Our troops by decisive attack 
under difficult conditions forced 
the Desna and smashed this Ger- 
man defense line. 


molensk Falls in North. 


At the same time our troops 
south of Bryansk were driving the 
Germans to the west another blow 
was launched against the enemy 
in the Smolensk and Roslav di- 
rection. Having broken the strong- 
ly fortified permanent enemy de- 
fense zone, our troops forced the 
River Dnieper in its upper reaches, 
captured the so-called Smolensk 
gates between the Rivers Western 
Dvina and the Dnieper and liber- 

ted the town of Smolensk, a most 
important strategical German cen- 


= 


ter of defense in the western di- 
rection. 

By decisive operations of our 
troops in the Kuban we also 
smashed the enemy resistance in 
Novorossisk and the lower reaches 

the Kuban and on the Taman 
eninsula. 

Thus the operationally impor- 
tant German bridgehead in the 
Kuban, which secured the Ger- 
man defense of the Crimea and 
the possibility of offensive opera- 
tions in the direction of the Cau- 
casus, was liquidated. 


Battle of Dnieper Line. 

Having suffered heavy defeats 
in the foregoing battles, the Ger- 
mans attempted to stop the ad- 
vancing Soviet troops on the 
Dnieper. The German command 
concentrated the main forces of 
its army for the defense of the 
powerful defenge zone created on 
the Dnieper and the Molochnaya 
River. 

Their aim was to hold firmly this 
advantageous defense line. But 
these German plans failed. The 
Red Army forced the big water 
barrier of the Dnieper and broke 
the enemy’s powerful permanent 
defense fortifications and. estab- 
ilshed a series of strategically im- 
portant bridgeheads on the right 
bank of the Dnieper. 

Developing its offensive, the Red 
Army dealt the German Fascist 
troops a heavy defeat in the Dnie- 
per bend, liberated Dnieperope- 
trovsk and Dnieperodzerzhinsk, the 
most important industrial centers 
in the south of our country and 
the railway junction of Pyatik- 
hatka, 

At the same time our troops 
broke through the Germans on the 


line of the Molochnaya which on| . 
account of its engineering works, 


antitank obstacles and saturation 
with infantry, artillery and tanks 
was even stronger than the Ger- 
man defenses on ‘the River Mius. 

Thus our troops smashed the 
whole. enemy defense from 
Zaporozhe to Azov and emerged 
on the lower reaches of .the 
Dnieper cutting the enemy’s road 
to the Crimea. 

Huge Area Retaken. 

As a result of these engage- 
ments, successfully carried out ac- 
cording to the operational plans 
of the supreme command, the Red 
Army liberated a vast territory 
and deprived the Germans of 


strategically important areas and 


communication lines. Over a dis- 
tance of 1200 kilometers (750 
miles), from the mouth of the 
Sozh River to the Black Sea, the 
enemy was thrown back over the 
Dnieper. The Ukraine east of the 
Dnieper was liberated from the in- 
vaders in a short period. During 
the course of these offensive bat- 
tles our troops fought four im- 
portant water barriers, the north- 
ern, Donets, Desna, Sozh and 
Dnieper, displaying in the opera- 
tions high qualities of maneuver- 
ability and military skill. 

Thus in less than four months 
of offensive on the Soviet-German 
front the Red Army has restored 
to the motherland the huge terri- 
tory covering 350,000 square kil- 
ometers (135,000 square miles). 
This territory has the greatest 
economic and military strategic 
significance. The Red Army has 
completely liberated from the 
German invaders the Krasnodar 
territory and the Rostov, Voroshi- 
lovgrad, Stalino, Kharkov, Poltava, 
Sumy; Chernigov, Kursk, Orel and 
Smolensk regions.

In waging its offensive on a 
front of 2000 kilometers (1200 
miles) the Red Army has advanced 
from 300 to 450 kilometers (185 to 
280 miles) to the west and has 
liberated more than 38,000 popu- 
lated places, including 126 towns, 
and liberated millions of the So- 
viet people from Fascist slavery. 

The liberation of the Donbas, 
Kharkov, Orel, Taganrog, Bryansk, 
Smolensk, Dnieperopetrovsk, 
Dnieperodzerzhinsk, Zaporozhe 
and other big industrial centers 
considerably increases the ,eco- 
nomic resources of the Soviet 
Union and still further } gph dogs 
ens the power of the Red Army. 

By clearing the huge territory 
between the northern Donets and 
the Dnieper from the German in- 
vaders, the Red Army has re- 
stored to the motherland a high 
food raising area, one of the most 
fertile agricultural areas of the 
country. By the loss of this ex- 
tensive and productive territory 
the Hitlerites have been deprived 
of the great productive base to 
which they had clung desperately. 

The Red Army has liberated

Military Importance. 


To Russians, the military im- 
plications oof the conference 
transcend, for the present at least, 
all other considerations. 


As the Army newspaper Red 
Star so pointedly says; “One of 
the principal results of the con- 
ference is intensified co-ordina- 
tion of the military effort of the 
three leading world powers—Rus- 
sia, Great Britain and the United 
States. To win future peace it is 
first necessary to win the present 
war.” 

These words express the senti- 
ments not only of the Army, but 
also the civilian population. 

“History,” Red Star continues, 
“is a great teacher, and the pres- 
ent war has taught that it is only 
by the joint efforts of all peace- 
loving nations, large and small, 
that aggression can be thwarted 
and universal peace entrenched.” 

It is evident that the Russians 
expect much of this conference, 
more than any other in which they 
have participated since the start 
of the war. 


“A Mighty Pyramid.” 

The view is held here that the 
immediate effects are monentous 
as long-range aims and promises. 
Criticism in certain quarters that 
the “Big Three” or the “Big Four” 
will monopolize the major decisions 
now and in postwar years to the 
detriment of others, particularly 
small nations, is firmly denied 
here, 

In an informal discussion before 
foreign correspondents it waa in- 
timated that this gathering of 
statesmen and experts was seeking 
to build, “not a Tower of Babel” 
but “a mighty Pyramid’—some- 
thing that is to go on and on. 

So long as the war is on, corre- 
spondents were told, the major 
war issues and the major peace 
moves are so irrevocably linked 
that the prosecution of the war 
can best be handled by the na- 
tions bearing the greatest burden, 
and therefore’ shouldering the 
greatest responsibility. 

Pledge Emphasized. 

As if in reply to any possible 
criticism that the conference and 
the European Advisory Commis- 
sion in London will be concerned 
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too exclusively with the problems 
and aims of Powers immediately 
involved, Red Star points out that 
the “four-Power declaration” 
ledged to establish as soon as 
ossible an international organiza- 
tion “for maintenance of world 
péace security.”

Steinbeck Tells Why Soldiers 
Wont Talk About Their Battles 


i|He Describes Unreality That Excitement, 


Fatigue and Shelling Produce and Con- 
cludes Men Just Can’t Remember.

If they had been reticent men 
it would have been different, but 
some of them were talkers and 
some were even boasters. They 
would discuss their experiences 
right up to the time of battle 
and then ) 
talk any more. This was consid- 
ered heroic in them. It was 
thought that what they had seen 
or done was so horrible that they 
didn’t want to bring it back to 
haunt them or their listeners. But 
many of these men had no such 
consideration in any other field 
and this problem bothered me. 


Only recently I have found what 
seems to be a reasonable explanh- 
tion, and the answer is simple. 
They did not and do not remem- 
ber--and the worse the battle was, 
the less they remember. 


In all kinds of combat, the whole 
body is battered by emotion. The 
ductless glands pour their fluids 
into the system to make it able 
to stand up to the great demand 
on it. Fear and ferocity are 
products of the same fluid. Fa- 
tigue toxins poison the system. 
Hunger followed by wolfed food 
distorts the metabolic pattern al- 
ready distorted by adrenalin and 
fatigue. The body and the mind 
so disturbed are really ill and 
fevered. But in addition to these 
ills, which come from the inside 
of a man and are given him so 
that he can temporarily withstand 
presstres beyond his ordinary 
ability, there is the further stress 
of explosion, 


Nerve Ends Beaten. 

Under extended bombardment or 
bombing the nerve ends are liter- 
ally beaten. The ear drums are 
tortured by blast and the eyes 
— from the constant hammer- 
ng. 

This is how you feel after a few 
days of constant firing: Your skin 
feels thick, and insensitive. There 
is a salty taste in your mouth. A 
hard, painful knot is in your 
stomach where the food is undi- 
gested. Your eyes do not pick up

URING the years between the last war and ‘this one, I was al- 
ways puzzled by the reticence of ex-soldiers about their experi- 


ences in battle. 
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much detail and the sharp outlines 
of objects are slightly blurred. 
Everything looks a little unreal, 
When you walk, your feet hardly 
seem to touch the ground and there 
is a floaty feeling all over your 
body. Even the time sense seems 


to be changed. Men who are real 


ly moving at a normal pace seem 
to take forever to pass a given 
point. And when you move it seems 
to you that you are very much 
slowed down, although actually 
you are probably moving more 
quickly than you normally do. 

Under the blast your eyeballs 
are so beaten that the earth and 
the air seem to shudder. At first 
your ears hurt, but then they be- 
come dull and all your other senses 
become dull, too. There are ex- 
ceptions, of course. Some men 
cannot protect themselves this way 
and they break, and they are 
probably the ones we call shell- 
shock cases. 


In the dullness all kinds of em- 
phases change. Even the instinct 
for self-preservation is dulled so 
that a man may do things which 
are called heroic when actually his 
whole fabric of reaction is 
changed. The whole world be 
comes unreal. You laugh at things 
which are not ordinarily funny and 
you become enraged at trifles. Dur- 
ing this time a kind man is capable 
of great cruelties and a timid man 
of great bravery, and nearly all 
men of resistance to stresses be- 
yond their ordinary ability. 

Then sleep can come without 
warning and like a drug. Gradu- 
ally your whole body seems to be

For a Federal Sales Tax

In spite of the heavy artillery which 
you and other eminent experts in the 
science of ballistics, such as Prof. Ran- 
dolph Paul and Philip Murray, have 
brought forward against a national sales 
tax, the citizenry as a whole continues 
to be unimpressed.

Unity on a Second Front 


There is reason to think the Soviet leaders are 
better informed about the wer in the West than 
they were before Secretary of State Hull and For- 
eign Minister Eden went to Moscow. If so, this 
is a direct benefit of personal exchange of views 
on a friendry basis. 

This has a bearing on the second front, about 
which nothing specific was said in the agree- 
ments made public at the close of the Moscow 
conference, If the Nazis still wish to think the 
conference left the Big Three of the Allies at log- 
gerheads on the question of invasion from the 
West, let them consider that both Eden and Hull 
held significant talks with Marshal-Premier 
Stalin. Then let them consider that Izvestia, the 
official Soviet Government newspaper, now takes 
a most optimistic view of the military outlook. 

If Stalin now recognizes the difficulty of a 
landing operation on the west coast of Europe, 
and how much the fate of all frep nations depends 
on its success, he must share our admiration for 
the thoroughness of the continuing preparations 
for it. Even in his elation at the smashing vic- 
tories of his own armies, he must pause to won- 
der and exult at the magnitude of the Allied 
plans. 

It is in preparation. We know it; the world 
knows it. No one knows it more certainly than 
do the blustering Nazis. How loudly they whistle 
and shout, and rattle the autumn leaves as the 
darkness of doom closes in upon them! 

So vast is the scale of preparation, so immense 
are the reserves of men and materiel we must 
mass for the assault, that the broad outline 
not be hidden. The details, the special equip- 
ment, the degree of training, the time and the 
place—these are the secrets withheld from the 
enemy's eager eyes and ears. 

For years the war in the West has been build- 
ing up to that grand assault which will be the 
second front. The high commands of Britain and 
America have-held fast in their determination 
that when it comes, it must be strong enough to 
flatten the most powerful Nazi defenses; that 
from the air it must pulverize their coastal forti- 
fications, 4nd that from our ships it must pour 
out fighting men and devastating equipment des- 
tined to cut a path of glory all the way to Berlin. 

While the second front waits, the Nazis never- 
theless suffer staggering blows. The brilliant 
Russian offensive of the summer, now accelerat- 
ing into the winter, owes much to the tactics and 
strategy of truly great military genius. The 
U-boat had to be met and controlled. In Africa, 
in Sicily and in Italy, American and British 
forces met and conquered the best the Nazis had, 
to gain for themselves valuable experience in the 
task of invasion and priceless confidence in their 
own power. 

What the Soviets have done in their astonish- 
ing march from Stalingrad to the Crimea is in 
no way diminished by the fact that American 
and British weapons and supplies flowed to them 
in large measure. The material contribution of 
the English-speaking allies was more than 
matched with the blood and courage of Russians. 

However disappointed the Soviets may have 
been that there was not a second front in 1942 
or in the summer of 1943, they now may take 
satisfaction in what impends. They may hit the 
enemy's groggy legions all the harder in the 
Ukraine and the Crimea, for knowing that inex- 
orably the day of certain doom draws nearer 
for the destroyers of the world’s peace.

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Slot Machines—A Serial Story 


The Board of Police Commissioners is start- 
ing today an inquiry into charges that police- 
men are taking money and other gifts to close 
their eyes to the lucrative and illegal operation 
of slot machines. It could hardly do otherwise 
in view of the startling and disquieting disclo- 


sures being made by the Post-Dispatch in a series 


of news stories on the gambling devices. 

But now that the board is looking into a sit- 
uation that is beginning to take fire after the 
smoke of ugly rumors, nothing less than an all- 
out, deep-digging, rock-bottom investigation will 
satisfy the citizens of St. Louis, who are deeply 
disturbed over the reports of graft in their Po- 
lice Department. 

Since whereabouts of the slot machines, al- 
legedly a mystery to police, has been brought 
to light by Post-Dispatch reporters through the 
not-too-difficult procedure of looking at names 
and addresses of operators licensed by the Fed- 
eral Government, the interesting story of these 
Missouri-outlawed devices is steering toward their 
wherefore. 

The lush ‘slot machine business is operated, 
it is reported, by a syndicate connected with the 
McCall Novelty Co. Reputed heads of the syndi- 
cate are Andrew McCall, Ted Cronin, Lowreace 
Camie and a lawyer.

the syndicate at $10,000 a week. And it’s a 
steady income—steady, that is, if there aren't 
too many police raids. 

“But you’ve got to protect your location,” says 
one of the insiders. That’s a provocative asser- 
tion in view of statements by six persons who 
had gambling machines in their places that col- 
lectors held out $1.50 to $3 from each machine 
each week “for police protection.” If this is true, 
the amounts held out would make a tidy total. 

Did McCall set up a sort of come-on-in-boys-the- 
whisky’s-fine bar just before the Christmas holi- 
days last year? Who got the 300 cases of bond- 
ed and imported liquor said to have been. handed 
out to “a regular procession” of visitors? And 
why were three-fourths of the licensed machines 
concentrated in the Lucas Avenue District, in 
charge of Police Capt. Albert T. Wetzel? 

The story of the slot machines is unfolding 
and it is providing a hatful of questions for the 
Police Board. 
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REA Deserves a Hearing 


Lack of $15,000 stands in the way of a healthy 
airing of the political debauchery of one of the 
country’s most useful agencies—the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration. 

Weeks have gone by without any action by the 
Senate’s Committee on Audit and Control on a 
special subcommittee’s request for this compara- 
tively trifling sum. The subcommittee, a group 
of the Senate’s Committee on Agriculture, was 
authorized months ago to inquire thoroughly into 
all the circumstances of a vicious attack which 
seemingly was intended to force the resignation 
of Harry Slattery as Administrator of the REA. 

It looks as if powerful political interests were 
trying to block the investigation. Otherwise the 
funds for this important inquiry should have 
been made available long ago, 

From what is known about the REA contro- 
versy, it is clear that a full public hearing would 
disclose questionable conduct. In view of the 
tong and honorable record of Harry Slattery in 
public service, and in view of the outstanding 
achievements of REA in bringing cheap elec- 
tricity to hundreds of thousands of farms in the 
four years of his incumbency, the public is en- 
titled to know who instigated the assault on his 
character and on this agency, and why. 

While the committee waits for funds, the opera- 
tions of REA are hampered, its employes are 
disturbed, authority is diffused, a notable experi- 
ment in social and economic progress lags, and 
the cause of good government suffers. It is time 
to clear up this mess, not try to hide it, 
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Question by the People

And well he might, for the letter was from Mis- 
souri’s own Insurance Superintendent. 

Mr. Scheufler backtracked after he began to 
see that he was getting pretty far out on a limb. 
He said he had taken no position on the bills in 
his letter to Senator Van Nuys, but was merely 
advocating continued State regulation of the in- 
surance companies. As McKittrick pointed out, 
that’s just hair-splitting. And the people won't 
need an Attorney General to tell them that it is. 

The fire insurance companies that had been in- 
dicted by a Federal grand jury for violation of 
the anti-trust laws want to get the exemption 
bills passed before the United States Supreme 
Court can pass on the Government’s appeal from 
dismissal of that indictment. It’s the people that 
pay the fire insurance premiums, Is Mr, Scheuf- 
ler representing the people?

The Prohibitionists Are Back

Professional drys once more are trying to bring about ban on liquor 
during absence of fighting forces, says Legionnaire; they ignore 
benefits which followed repeal of the eighteenth amendment; new 
dry law would mean another period of crime and demoralization.

An army of professional drys again is 
trying to force the enactment of legis- 
lation to regulate the lives, habits and cus- 
toms of the 10 million young men and wom- 
en in the military service of the country, 
and also of our entire civilian population. 


In.the First World War, these same 
groups of professional prohibition politi- 
cians were successful in forcing the eigh- 
teenth amendment into the Federal Con- 
stitution, thus endeavoring to regulate the 
lives of all citizens according to their own 
ideas, 


The ill-conceived prohibition experiment 
proved to be the most demoralizing and 
destructive piece of legislation ever enacted 
in American history. But it took 13 long 
years of endurance of its evils to arouse the 
indignation of the people sufficiently to 
bring about repeal. 


Now the same forces that gucneeded in 
prohibitionizing the country in the First 
World War are bestirring themselves to 
unusual activity in support of three differ- 
ent national prohibition acts, and, in scores 
of communities, of local option elections. 


Starting With the Camps 


Under the leadership of the Anti-Saloon 
League, the W. C. T. U., the Methodist 
Board of Temperance and numerous other 
dry organizations, members of Congress are 
being flooded with petitions demanding én- 
actment of a law to prohibit sales of beer 
to soldiers in training camps, and to estab- 
lish complete prohibition in the neighbor- 
hood of all military and naval establish- 
ments; of another law for complete war- 
time prohibition, on the ground that it is 
necessary to prevent absenteeism in war 
production plants and save critical mate- 
rials, anda constitutional amendment which 
would give Congress the power to establish 
national] prohibition. 


The dry leaders think the boys and girls 
in the armed service of their country should 
have no right to vote on the laws intended 
to regulate their own lives and conduct. 
These boys and girls are competent to go 
into training camps, and into the armies 
and navies to fight the world’s battles, and 
to die for their-country if need be, but in- 
competent to vote on prohibition laws. 
These must be enacted while they are away. 
It was so in the First World War. They 
are trying to make it so in the Second 
World War. 


What Do They Propose? 


The American Legion has taken a firm 
stand against the folly of national and other 
forms of prohibition, and it will stand like 
a gtone wall against this attempt of the pro- 
fessional dry politicians to force another 
prohibition law upon the country during 
the absence from home of our patriotic 
young people. 

What is it that the professional drys pro- 
pose to take us back to? It is to be exactly 
the same sort of prohibition that we had 
from 1920 to 1933 prohibition with gangster- 
ism, with racketeering, with nation-wide 


corruption, with vicious and shocking crime, . 


and 10,000 other evils. 
The drys, in their eagerness to push over 


. another national prohibition law during the 


absence of the boys and girls in the serv- 
ice, entirely ignore all the manifold ben- 
efits of repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 


Under repeal, the Federal Government is 
taking the major profits of the alcoholic 
beverage industries for useful ends. These 
profits are now accruing to the Government 
at the rate of one billion five hundred mil- 
lion dollars a year, and state and local gov- 
ernmrents are taking another half-billion 
dollars a year. 


Under a prohibition law, these huge sums 
of money would go to the criminal racke- 
teers to finance crime, instead of to the 
Government, 


During the prohibition era, the manufac- 
ture of alcoholic liquors of all kinds was 
driven into 20,000,000 American homes. The 
distinguished Wickersham Commission re- 
ported to the President and Congress that 
such manufacture, in violation of law, was 
making the children of the nation a threat 
to the law and order of the future. 


Repeal Ended an Era 


Repeal took all this demoralizing business 
out of the home and brought it under Fed- 
eral, State and municipal control, It de- 
stroyed the huge illegal business that made 
millionaires of gangsters and racketeers, 
and provided them with huge sums for the 
corruption of public officials. 


It restored in this nation respect for law 
and official authority which prohibition had 
almost destroyed. It put an end to the era 
of bootlegging, moonshining, poison liquor, 
“Ginger Jake” and its attendant paralysis 
and evils. 


Moreover, it put the country back on a 
temperate policy in matter of alcoholic 
drink. Deaths and death rates from alco- 
holism have decreased by more than 50 per 
cent since the repeal of the prohibition 
amendment. Arrests for drunkenness and 
drunken driving in the principal cities of 
the country have decreased by 20 to 50 per 
cent. 


Does anybody except the professional! pro- 
hibitionist and those he can deceive by his 
palaver wish to abandon these pronounced 
benefits and return to the crime, corruption 
and social and political demoralization of 
another prohibition period? Certainly no 
thinking person would wish to do so,

Petain and His Ugly Record 
Of Conspiracy and Betrayal 


“Petain—Verdun toe Vichy,’’ by Francis Martel. (Ez. 

P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 

A more propitious sub-title to Martel’s 
study might have been “The Vicious Vichy- 
ite.” The Treachery of the Marshal is a 
matter of record, a fait accompli, so far as 
actual betrayal is concerned; the causal 
chain of experiences which motivated it 
is less obvious. Martel attempts to cast 
light on the background to explain the fact. 

In view of the author’s plan, it would have 
been more effective and convincing to but- 
tress opinions with evidence. Not that 
Petain is anything but the kind of man 
which Martel makes him out to be. Yet, 
so many assumptions and accusations re- 
main unsupported that the reader is left 
feeling that he has perused a brilliant edi- 
torial rather than an interpretive story. 
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Should we accept Martel’s opinions as in- 
controvertible, then we have an interesting 
demonstration of a particular kind of 
psychosis. Petain blames certain people 
and agencies for what he fancies to be his 
misfortunes and frustrations, and thereup- 
on resolves to crush them. The people and 
agencies are the men who believe in de 
mocracy and the Third Republic. The frus- 
trations are having been passed up for 
Foch during the First World War, the 
inability to convince France that his theo- 
ries of defensive warfare are superior to 
the theory of attack held by others, notably 
Foch; the failure to enjoy the regal dig- 
nity which he felt to be the just due of 
an aristocratic class. 

Nourishing a secret ambition to become 
France's great man, convinced he must 
achieve it by the soundness of his theory 
of warfare, contemptuous of the people, 
Petain allowed Germany to become strong 
rather than permit France to stop Hitler 
at the occupation of the Rhineland. Then, 
when Hitler became a real menace to 
France’s sovereignty, he planned his re 
venge on the republicans who thwarted him, 
by capitulating to Hitler in the hope of 
becoming wrance’s dictator.

The story of Petain is one of double-cross, 
betrayal, confidence game, ruthlessness, 
plotting, sellout. Unfortunately, the very 
men he despised set the stage for him. Had 
the republicans been resolute, had they been 
sincere and far-seeing, they might never 
have let the senile man commit his crime. 

How different the situation might have 
been had the Blum Government aided 
Barcelona! How different it might have 
been had Daladier showed strength at 
Munich! How different if the republicans 
had not been morally bankrupt in the post- 
war period! As it is, the decadence of the 
French political mind put down a welcome 
mat for Petain. The sins of the politicians 
are visited upon the constituents, 

Martel’s book is quick, easy reading. It 
makes out a case which is manifestly true. 
But the case would be so much stronger 
had the author implemented it with evi- 
dence to show just what Petain did, step 
by step.

They did not have to make 
ese pledges if they did not mean

cipation. Russia did not have to 
bscribe to the principle of not 
htervening separately in the in- 
rnal affairs of European states, 
or to the doctrine of the sov- 
eign equality of “peace-loving 
ates,” which now means the 
nited Nations and the neutrals, 
or to a democratic solution in 
aly and in Austria. Russia has 
e military power to dominate 
ntral and eastern Europe if that 
ere her purpose and her vital in- 
rest. If Russia had not come to 


the conclusion that these prin- 
ciples are in the best interest of 
the Russian state, she would have 
had everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by subscribing to them. 
She would merely have tied her 
hands when she could, if she had 
insisted, have had a free hand. 
The acid test of the sincerity of 
the agreements is that they were 
freely made by Russia, not when 
she was weak and in mortal dan- 
ger, but in the fullness of her 
power and on the eve of victory. 

The plain and the now indis- 
putable fact is that the Russians 
have decided in their own Rug- 
sian interest that this is what 
they want. If the other three 
powers all make the same decision, 
what conceivable reason is there 
for supposing that the agreemerfts 
cahnot be made to work? For 
what could any one of us gain by 
refusing to make them work?

Critical Decisions. 

HE agreements themselves rec- 

ognize, are in fact based upon 
the realization, that many other 
agreements must grow out of 
them. In Europe the most critical 
of the decisions to be taken are 
the terms of the armistice and of 
the settlement with Germany. This 
is the subject from which, if we 
agree, all other agreements in Eu- 
rope become relatively easy. It is 
evident that the subject must have 
been explored and that our views 
cannot be far apart. For unless 
the three powers knew already 
that they are going to agree about 
Germany, the conference could not 
have ended in so confident an at- 
mosphere. 

From this there must follow 
agreement on the general consti- 
tution of the European continent. 
Here we must note that none of 
the three powers is in fact a Euro- 
pean state, and, therefore, one of 
the first and most necessary devel- 
opments will be to enable the}; 
European nations to participate re- 
sponsibily in the settlement of 
European questions. This igs not 
easy because, to be frank about it, 
the status and the power of many 
European governments is not in 
fact certain. But a beginning can 
be made, andthe obvious place to 
begin is by fostering the part that 
France must play, and with help 
and encouragement can play, in 
the European settlement. For 
France is more than France; she 
is more nearly than any of the 
states at Moscow the representa- 
tive of Europe. ~*

TOMATOES GO UP TU; 
OPA CEILINGS LISTED 


Little Change in Cost of Most 
Other Fruits and Vegetables 
—Effective Today. 


The ceiling price on tomatoes 
went up from 17 cents a pound 
last week to 24 cents a pound for 
the week starting today, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration an- 
nounced in listing its weekly ceil- 
ings on perishable foods. 

Virtual disappearance of home- 
grown tomatoes from the St. Louis 
market was the reason for the 
sharp increase, the OPA said. The 
prices of most other fruits and 
vegetables show little change from 


last week. 

Home-grown carrots, at’8 cents 
a pound, will sell 4 cents less than 
the California-grown varieties, 
while Florida beans, the only kind 
listed, went down 3 cents a pound. 
Yellow onions replace the white 
variety at a slightly lower price. 
Egg prices were generally un- 
changed, but large Grade A eggs 
will go down one cent a dozen 
Monday. 

The OPA list is issued so that 
grocers and consumers may be in- 
formed on the highest prices that 
may be charged legally for the 
best grades of perishable foods.

FATHER M GUCKEN 
OF ST. LOUD U. DES 


Death Occurs While He Sleeps 
on Visit to College 
in Chicago. 


The Rev. William J. McGucken, 
director of the department of edu- 
cation at St. Lauis University since 
1928, was found dead in bed at 
Loyola University in Chicago to- 
day. 

Father McGucken, 54 years old,

did not include “all of the associa- 
tion's objectives,” they represented. 
the “principal areas of interest” 
regarding the State Constitution's 
educational provisions, 

In recommending an increase in 
the school tax limitations, now es- 
tablished at $1 on $100 valuation 
in high school districts and 65 
cents in rural school districts, 
Goslin said the committee had 
found that a majority of school 
districts were operating at the 
present constitutional maximum 
and that “many scores” of others 
had gone beyond the maximum. 
The committee therefore recom- 
mended, he said, increases in the 
limits imposed by the Constitution 
from $1 to $2 and from 65 cents 
to $1.30. 

In a discussion at Kiel Audi- 
torium, on the topic, “The World 
Beyond the War,” Dr. Francis Mc- 
Mahon of Notre Dame University, 
called for a restitution of a strong 
religious spirit as one of the 
prerequisites for democracy. Dr. 
Fritz Bamberger, University of 
Chicago, declared that the social 
sciences, comparative literature and 
other classroom subjects must be 
presented to show the interdepen- 
dence of nations and that there is 
no longer room for isolationism. A 
third speaker, Dr. W. E. Garrison, 
literary editor of the Christian 
Century, urged the training of men 
as free, intelligent individuals to 
make democratic government 
work. 

Other discussion groups met to 
consider how teachers can be most 
effective in the postwar world. 

Addresses on many aspects of 
education were delivered before 
divisional meetings of the associ- 
ation yesterday at Kiel Auditor- 
ium and Hotel Statler. Forrest

Thus the Red Army has cap- 
tured most of the important rail- 
way trunk lines that connect the 
center of our country with the 
south and has thus greatly im- 
proved conditions for maneuvering 
the army and has transformed 
tactical operational possibilities for 
the further course of the struggle 
in its favor. 

During the offensive our troops 
have liberated the seaports of 
Anapa, Taman, Taganrog, Mariu- 
pol, Osipenko and Berdyansk from 
the enemy and also the important 
port and second naval base of the 
Black Sea fleet Novorossisk. 

From July 5 to Oct. 5 the Red 
Army has inflicted heavy losses 
on the Fascist troops in manpower 
and equipment. During this period 
our troops have routed 144 enemy 
divisions including 28 tank and mo- 
torized divisions. 

All these divisions were rein- 
forced several times in men and 
equipment during the course of the 
summer offensive. The enemy lost 
in killed alone up to 900,000 of- 
ficers and men. Ninety-eight thou- 
sand German officers and men 
were taken prisoner, more than 
half of these being wounded. Al- 
together in summer battle the 
enemy lost in killed, wounded and 
prisoners more than 2,700,000 of- 
ficers and men. 

During thjs period our troops 
have destroyed 9900 enemy planes, 
15,400 enemy tanks were disabled 
or destroyed including 800 Tigers 
and Panthers. Eight hundred and 
ninety armored cars were destroyed 
as well as 13,000 guns of various 
caliber including 1350 Ferdinand 
self-propelled guns. 

About 13,000 mortars and more 
than 50,000 machine-guns were de- 
stroyed. Also 60,500 trucks and 
390 fuel tank vehicles were de- 
stroyed, 2500 motorcycles, 900 trac- 
tors and 130,000 carts containing 
supplies. More than 4000 railway 
cars, more than 300 locomotives 
and more than 2000 various stores 
were destroyed. 

During this period our troops 
captured the following material: 
289 planes, 2300 tanks, including 
204 Tigers and Panthers; 190 ar- 
mored cars, 6800 guns of various 
caliber, including 139 Ferdinand 
self-propelled guns; 6180 mortars, 
24,460 machine-guns, 7,759,000 shells, 
2,100,000 mines, 300,000 air bombs, 
1,500,000 anti-tank and anti-per- 
sonnel mines and explosives. Also 
more than 450,000 rifles and tommy- 
guns, 100,500,000 rifle cartridges, 
more than 50,000 kilometers (about 
30,000 miles) of various types of 
cable, 15,485 trucks, 415 locomo- 
tives, 13,210 wagons, 5400 carts con- 
taining supplies, 30,400 horses, 873 
tractors and haulers, 1889 stores 
with various military equipment, 
nearly 3000 motorcycles, 16,185 bi-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion yesterday reduced the maxi- 
mum price of unsalted butter by 
three-quarters of 2 cent a pound 
and modified the allowances for 
bulk butter packed in wooden 
tubs. The changes are effective 
immediately. 

The action on unsalted butter 
eliminated the premium’ which 
this type has brought over prices | 
established for salted butter — 
creamery to retailer.

Chinese Force From India Pushes 
100 Miles Into Northern Burma 


U. S.-Trained Troops Clear Japanese From 
Route of Ledo Supply Road to Give Con- 
struction Crews ‘Elbow Room.’

NORTHERN BURMA, Nov. 1 
(Delayed) (AP).—American-trained 
Chinese jungle fighters are on the 
move today in Northern Burma, 
sweeping the Japanese from the 
lengthening Ledo supply route, 
and have penetrated about 100 
miles from the India border. 

Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, who 
commands Chinese combat troops 
in India, ordered the Chinese Oct. 
26 to head into the thick under- 
growth and push the Japanese 
back. 

Supported by American fighters 
and bombers the Chinese, operat- 
ing in six columns under Gen. Sun 
Li-jen, already have occupied the 
upper half of Hukawng Valley. So 
far the Japanese resistance has 
been negligible and the Chinese 
casualties light. . 

The first Amercan soldier to 
lose his life from enemy action in 
Northern Burma, was First Lt. 
Rolling Browne of Los Angeles, 
Cal., an engineer who was am- 
bushed and killed while on patrol. 

The area occupied by the Chi- 
nese sprawls west of the upper 
Chindwin River. A slight skirm- 
ish occurred on Oct. 31. One Japa- 
nese officer was killed and 10 
were wounded. Four Chinese were 
wounded. 

To Get “Elbow Room.” 

Brig. Gen. Haydon Boatner of 
New Orleans, Stilwell’s chief of 
staff, who is in active charge of 
the operation, emphasized that “it 
is merely a drive to give the 
Americans building the Ledo road 
some elbow room.” 

Stilwell arrived on Oct. 31 to 
watch the progress of the cam- 
paign. The Ledo road is expected 
to connect eventually with the 
Burma road, which Allied forces 
must recapture to relieve China’s 
perplexing supply problem. 

Praising the Chinese who have 


been supplied with American 
equipment by air since last April, 
Boatner said, “they are as good as 
any soldiers I have seen any- 
where.” 


The Japanese are using tricks 
similar to those they worked in 
the Southwest Pacific. For exam- 
ple, they build pits about five feet 
deep with bamboo spikes all over 
the bottom. A soldier falling into 
the pit pulls a vine which sets off 
a grenade, 


American liaison officers serve 
with each Chinese unit, but do 
not command the Chinese. They 
are merely the go-betweens,

In addition the board approved 
an increase of 5 cents an hour to 
various production labor grades 
presently paying more than the 
starting rate. The board also ap-

Association job classification plan

AILS should be a combination 
J of school and hospital. Prison- 

ers are those who could not go 
along with society and offended its 
laws and customs. In my years of 
experience with all sorts of offend- 
ers, young and old, it seemed to 
me that these were folk from 
whom too much had been expected. 
They had been granted too little 
at the start, given too little all 
along, and when they failed to 
level up to those more richly en- 
dowed by nature and society, they 
were punished, rather than helped, 

I believe that few go wrong be- 
cause they want to. Most people 
want to be approved and do their 
best to win approval. Those who 
can, do, and those who cannot, go 
to jail, to the asylums, to the 
grave. It seems to me that we 
could do better by these people by 
starting sooner. 

Pupils who are plainly subnor- 
mal are soon discovered in the 
schools. Instead of trying to edu- 
cate them at their own level, in- 
stead of placing them in a safe 
home, in an environment where 
their weakness could be strength- 
ened, or at least safeguarded, we 
insist upon making them take the 
same training and education as the 
keenest minded take. 

Whenever a human being is 
forced to live in an environment 
beyond his understanding, beyond 
his mental reach, fatigue sets in 
and, to free himself from torment, 


he goes against society's law, and 


he is sent to jail. 


That was the best way society 


knew a hundred years ago, but it 
is not the best way now. Those 
who are too weak to stand alone, 
those who cannot take the train- 


ing and the education necessary 


to sustain them in society, should 
be protected, helped, treated, in 
hospitals and schools and given 
the hope of success. 

x * 


Jailing offenders regardiess of 
their needs, regardiess of the 
eause of their troubles, is a stupid 
way of dealing with them. Their 
past should be_ studied, their 
health history studied, their abil- 
ities and their disabilities charted. 
Each offender should be given the 
treatment his condition demands. 

The courts need physicians, psy- 
chiatrists, nurses, dentists, spe- 
cialists in every field of human 
ill. The jails need teachers, mas- 
ters of trades, arts, crafts. Every 
redeemable offender should be re- 
deemed. Only the _ incurables 
should be permanently committed. 
I would lessen the punishment no- 
tion and accent the educational 
and remedial ones. And I would 
start early to prevent.the growth 
of offenses.

NEW YORK CITY, Thursday. 
W E left the country fairly early 


yesterday morning, and 

went on from New York 
City to Philadelphia. There I at- 
tended the luncheon of the CIO 
women’s. auxiliaries and spoke. 
Afterwards I spent a short time 
with the whole convention. It 
seemed to me a very alive and 
enthusjastic group of people. The 
air seemed to tingle and I am sure 
that out of their meetings will 
come not only talk, but action. 


In the course of the last few days 
T have had the time to read a few 
books, One is Ernie Pyle’s, “Here 
Is Your War,” I like his writing 
better as I read it day by day in 
his column, because one gets each 
little incident and it stands out by 
itself as a little bit of human life 
which one cannot forget. Put to- 
gether in a book, there are mo- 
ments when I feel that, because 
there is no one continuous story, 
I will surely lose some of the inci- 
dents and I don’t want to forget 
any of them. 

The people he paints are our 
with all their aspirations 
and longings, hardships and dan- 


gers. When he describes his land- ’ 


ing in Africa, you can almost feel 
the way the boys felt. 

“We marched at first gaily, and 
finally with great weariness, but 
always with a feeling that at last 
we were beginning the final series 
of marches that would lead us 
home again .. . home, the only 


really profound goal which ob- 
sesses every Amarican marching 
on foreign soil.” 

He writes this in Africa. I felt 
it in Australia and New Zealand 
and in every island I visited in 
the Southwest Pacific. Because 
they are so far away, home has 
become idealized and it is the goal 
for which all our boys live. 

On his last page Ernie Pyle 
tells the truth .about his book. 
He says, “On the day of final 
peace, the last stroke of what we 
call ‘the big picture’ will be drawn. 
I haven't written anything about 
that big picture because I do not 
know anything about it.” 

He has told a story of our Army 
as it is, of its tife, day by day. It 
will give a vivid picture to anyone 
who has never been near a front. 
In the future, it will be one of the 
books to which historians will turn 
to explain the kind of men who 
fought this war. 

The other book I read will not be 
out until January, and so I am not 
going to tell you much about it 
now. The authoress, Martha Gell- 
horn, who is the wife of Ernest 
Hemingway, has written several 
books in the past, but usually col- 
lections of short stories. 

This is the first long novel of 
hers I have read. Its setting is an 
island on the Caribbean. I think it 
is beautifully written and stands 
out like a painting. One can see 
the scenes and [I am sure people 
will enjoy it, but I shall wait till 
later to tell you more about it.

Why Children 
Are Subject 


To Contagion

éé SHOULD like to know why 
| children get contagious dis- 
eases like measles all] the 

time and adults never do.” 


I-wonder why I never got asked. 


that question before, or why I was 
not smart enough to think of an- 
swering it on My own responsi- 
bility. Because it is one of the 
great facts of life. 

Immunity to most contagious 
diseases is dissolved in a fluid mix- 
ture. It is in the mother’s blood 
and while she is carrying her baby, 
it seéps into the baby's blood. 
Therefore, a baby up to about a 
year old is just as much protected 
as an adult. But the immunity 
wears out. And then comes the 
period of measles, mumps, whoop- 
ing cough and scarlet fever. After 
the immunity acquired from the 
mother is gon@, it takes very little 
exposure to cause — 


MEASLES ig the most conta- 
lous disease on earth, Apparently 
ust a wind blowing from an in- 
fected person to a non-infected per- 
son is enough. Scarlet fever is the 
least contagious of all the child- 
hood diseases. If you want to 
prove this, take a class of children 
about 10 and ask every one who 
has had measles to raise the hand. 
Practically every one will go up. 
Then ask for scarlet fever cases. 
Only about five out of 20 will go 
up. : 

I am not in favor of protecting 
children from measles. At about 
the age of four, if he hasn’t had it 
yet, I would take a youngster for 
an afternoon to play with a full- 
blown case. But I would go out 
of my way to protect him. We saw 
too many serious cases and deaths 
in the Army. A lot of the boys 
had been raised on farms, had 
never associated closely with oth- 
ers, and they came down by the 
droves with measles, And they 
had all the complications that kids 
at home seldom have—ear infec- 
tion, pneumonia and everything 
you can think of, Our death rate 
was higher than from any other 
disease, counting the pneumonia 
secondary to measles, as measles. 

Compared to measles, scarlet 
fever is hardly contagious at all. 
And besides it has been growing 
less malignant jn the past 20 years. 
Fifty years ago scarlet fever 
charts were a horror to look at, 
but now it is little more than a 
bad case of hives. There are ex- 
ceptions, of course, and I would 
always treat it with respect, but 
by and large, that statement holds, 


x* *« * 

NEVER TREAT mumps and 
whooping cough with contempt. 
They are serious diseases and 
should so be regarded. Mumps 
may make a boy sterile for life 
and whooping cough may go into 
the worst form of pneumonia. 

One thing about all these dis- 
eases—if you have them in child- 
hood, you are all over them. They 
never return. There ig only one 
exception — whooping cough. If 
little Elmer has a bad cough and 
grandpa has a bad cough, too,-the 
chances are grandpa has whooping 
cough. — 

We have no artificial immunity 
to use in the form of injections for 
measies and mumps. And our im- 
munity serum to scarlet fever and 
whooping cough is not sufficiently 
good that I would care to recom- 
mend it very strongly. 

So I stick to my idea of getting 
them all naturally when you are 
young and your juices are strong. 

But mothers should not treat 
them lightly. They are all serious 
and require the most careful nurs- 
ing. Nothing is “just” a case of 
measles.

St. Louis Priests in Amazon Valley 


Establish First North American Mission in Remote Section of Brazil

MANAOS, State of Amazonas, 
Brazil (By Airmail). 


GROUP of priests from St. 

Louis, headed by Father An- 

drew Joerger, C.S.S.R., have 
started here in the heart of the 
Amazon Valley the first mission 
of American priests in this part 
of the world. 

Prior to the arrival of the Rev. 
Joerger, the priests who were not 
of Brazilian origin were all from 
Europe. Sometimes they were hos- 
tile to thc United States and to 
the democratic form of govern- 
ment It was through the Co-or- 
dinator of Inter-American Affairs 
that first steps were taken to bring 
the Redemptorist priests to the 
Amazon. 


In his mission to remote areas 
beyond the reach of civilization, 
the Rev. Joerger emphasized,in an 
interview with the Post-Dispatch, 
that he hopes to do pioneering 
agricultural and health education 
as well, of course, as religious in- 
struction, He foresees the time 
when the members of his mission 
will have their own planes with 
which to reach remote outlying 
districts, 

“After the war,” says Father 
Joerger, “it ts quite possible that 
our priests will themselves be pi- 
lots. Water transportation is s0 
slow. The men who have come 
with me are vigorous young 
Americans, all of them more than 
six feet tall. But you should see 
those who are training in St, Louis 
to follow us in February. They 
are all strapping fellows.”

With the 
Bishop, Father Fagen flew in a 
plane provided by the Rubber De- 
te: onal Corporation to two re- 
mote settlements, Codajas and 
Coary on the Amazon 250 miles 
from here. With them on that 
flight, incidentally, was Bernard 
P. Bogy Jr., assistant to the man- 
ager of Rubber Development and 
a former St, Louisan. 


No priest had been regularly 
stationed in Codajas or Coary for 
30 years and the Bishop and Fa- 
ther Fagen were received with 
wild acclaim. Cheering crowds 
lined the streets and when Father 
Fagen was presented from the 
altar to announce the coming of 
the missionary priests a deep 
surge of emotion passed through 
the entire congregation, according 
to -Bogy’s report. 

In presenting Father Fagen, the 
Bishop of Manaos declared that 
the United States was the one 
great country which without self- 
interest was sending its sons to 
bleed and die for the preservation 
of freedom and democracy. The 
Bishop also urged them to werk 
harder to get more rubber out for 
the United States, 

“It is my belief,” said Bogy in 
his report, “that the trip was his- 
tory-making. It is the first time 
that an American Catholic priest 
has penetrated into the real in- 
terior of the Amazon Valley and 
I am convinced that the words of 
the Bishop with respect to both the 
extraction of rubber and the spir- 
itual benefits to be accorded to 
the people will be transmitted by 
jungle telegraph and other means 
over all the Amazon Valley.” 


When Father Fagen returned to 
St. Louis, he made arrangements 
for Father Joerger’s mission to 
come to Manaos, With permission 
from Rome, a new parish was es- 
tablished in Manaos containing 
10,000 individuals, Father Joerger 
plans to build a large church and 
two smaller chapels next year.

in Manaos,” Father Joerger said, 
“for our work in the interior. 
There will always be three or more 
priests in Manaos, Altogether 18 
have already been assigned to this 
work, 

“Both in Coary and Codajas we 
intend to establish a commynity of 
priests and a school to be taught 
by sisters from the United States. 
Already we have selected houses 
and they are being fitted out. We 
expect them to become educational, 
medical and civic centers. I am 
arranging now for the transporta- 
tion of two doctors and two nurses 
to be attached to the missions as 
well as two sisters who will have 
medical degrees. 

“They will go into the outlying 
districts in power launches, taking 
with them religious and medical 
motion pictures to show. After the 
war I hope to take in bulldozers 
and tractors and do agricultural 
=e on a considerable 
scale,’ 


“One of Father Joerger’s chief 
tasks since the arrival here at the 
end of June has been to push to 
completion construction of a house 
to hold the mission. In addition 
he has made a number of trips 
into the interior. While he belit- 
tles the hazards of health and ani- 
mal and insect life, the work has 

roved so strenuous that he has 
ost 30 pounds,

They all 
received their training at the 
headquarters of the order at 
Grand boulevard and Finney av- 
enue in St. Louis. Before coming 
to the Amazon they took a course 
in tropical diseases at St. Louis 
University as well as first aid and 
other preparatory courses. 


This is the first foreign mission 
of the St. Louis Province. The 
priests to come in February who 
are now taking special training 
are: Frederick Stratman of 
Omaha, Alphonse Abadie of New 
Orleans, Bernard van Hoomissen 
of Portland, Ore.; Norman Muck- 
erman of St. Louis, and Brother 
Stanislas of Fresno, Cal, They 
are studying Portuguese. When 
Father Joerger and the priests 
here with him now first arrived, 
they could not speak the language 
but they rapidly acquired it and 
now converse with their parish- 
ioners with ease. 


Father Joerger expressed the 
view that for a long time to come 
outside priests for South America 
would of necessity come from the 
United States rather than from 
Europe. Because of the demorali- 
zation of religious teaching in Eu- 
rope, it may even be necessary to 
send American priests there, Fa- 
ther Joerger suggested. The sig- 
nificance of the shift in South 
America is certain to be great for 
in the past the viewpoint of Eu- 
ropean priests, and particularly 
those from Spain and Portugal, 
has had an important political and

social as well as a religious influ- 
ence. 


Father Joerger has received the 
full co-operation not only of civil- 
jan agencies in Latin-America but 
of the United States Army as well. 

“The Army officers instructed 
us to cement good-will,” said Fa- 
ther Joerger. “Both in Miami and 
Washington they seemed very 
pleased that we were coming. We 
were told to get in touch with 
them at once if anyone opposed 
us.” 

Father Joerger said he had 
heard stories of priests spreading 
Nazi and Fascist doctrines but 
that he himself had not encoun- 
tered any evidence of such activ- 
ity. On every hand he has been 
accorded the fullest co-operation, 
he said,

When Strong

HERE are many paradoxes in 
T bridge. One of them ig that a 
strong bid sometimes is a hin- 
drance rather than a help in reach- 
ing a sound slam contract.

South acknowledged that it was 
his own two spade response that 
had kept him out of a slam. After 
making that strong bid he had 
(naturally) felt that he had abso- 
lutely nothing to spare; hence, al- 
though he really preferred to play 
the hand at no trump, he accepted 
the four spade contract, In other 
words, his doubt over the sound- 
ness of his two spade bid, based 
on a four card suit, had operated 
as a brake on his subsequent bid- 
ding.

This was a natural and typical 
reaction on South’s part. The fact 
was that he did err in selecting his 
first response. That response 
should have been three no trump. 
South had an excellent hand, but 
he could not hope to reach a play 
able slam contract unless North 
had the values for a voluntary re- 
bid. Actually, North should raise 
a three no trump takeout to four 
no trump, and then South would 
be justified in going on. 


Incidentally, it would not be 
wise for South to reach six no 
trump unless he were particularly 
adept in the play, which would not 
be easy. West would probably lead 
the diamond nine. With dummy 
and East properly ducking, the 
play would have to go: South wine 
with the king and cashes all the 
clubs, discarding two diamonda, 
East's forced discards are interest- 
ing and must be carefully noted, 
He must let go three hearts. This 
notifies South that East is almost 
certainly trying to guard spades 
and diamonds. South thereupon 
cashes the ace and king of hearts, 
and East must either give up his 
spade topper or blank the dia- 
mond ace, in which latter event 
South merely leads a low diamond 
from dummy, establishing the 
queen.
